MARION, Ohio, June 16.—Follow- | 


ing is the complete text of the ad- 


dress given here today by President 
Hoover during the dedication eere- 
monies at the Harding Memorial 
tomb: 

We are assembled here to dedi- 
cate the tomb of Warren G. Hard- 
ing, twenty-ninth president of the 
United States. This beautiful mon- 
ument, erected by the voluntary 
subscriptions of the people, sym- 
bolizes their respect for his mem- 
ory. It has been their response 
with tender remembrance to a ki»d- 
ly and gentle spirit. As future years 
come and go each of them will be 
marked by gatherings here of his 
friends and the people of a grate- 
ful democracy, for democracy has 
ever paid respect and tribute to 
those who have given her service. 

Warren G. Harding came from 
the people. Born just at the close 
of the Civil War, it became his re- 
sponsibility to lead the republic in 
a period of reconstruction. from an- 
other great war in which our de- 
mocracy had again demonstrated 
its unalterable resolve to withstand 
encroachment upon/its independence 
and to deserve the respect of the 


world. 
Heavy Burden. 


Great as are the problems of the 
conflict the burden of statesmanship 
are equally difficnlt in the rehabil- 
itation of social and economic life 
after the dislocations of war. Above 
all, the burden is heavy in compos- 
ing the hates and prejudices which 
smoulder and threaten long after 
the formal documents of peace are 
signed. 

As the aftermath of war our na- 
tional finances were disorganized, 
taxes overwhelming, agriculture and 
business were prostrate, and unem- 
ployment widespread. Our country 
was torn with injustices to those 
racial groups of our own citizens 
descended from the enemy nations. 
Violent bitterness had arisen over 
the treaty of Versailles. 

These evil spirits aroused by 
war, augmented by inestimable 
losses, deep animosities, the dislo- 
cations of industry, the vast unem- 
ployment in a world still armed 
and arming confronted Warren G. 
Harding. He brought to the office 
of president a long experience in 
public affairs together with the 
character and spirit of which the 
republic was then in need. His was 
a mind and charagter fitted for a 
task where the one’ transcendent 
need was the healing quality of gen- 
tleness and friendliness. It was 
his mission to compose prejudices 
and conflicts at home, to lessen the 
threats of renewed wars through 
the world. He succeeded in those 
tasks. When in two years he died, 
new peace treaties had been made 
in terms which won the support of 
our people; tranquillity had been 
restored at home; employment had 
been renewed and a long period of 
prosperity had begun. 

Further Success. 

And he succeeded further. The 
Washington arms conference for the 
reduction and limitation of battle- 
ships identified has administration 
with the first step in history to- 
ward the disarmament of the world. 
That step was accompanied by the 
momentous treaties which restored 
good will among the nations border- 
ing upon the Pacific ocean and gave 
to all the world inestimable bless- 
ings of peace and security. 

The new and changing problems 
of later years have not obscured 
the many other constructive acts of 
his administration. The reorganiza- 
tion, the creation of the budget Sys- 
tem, the better organization of in- 
dustry and employment, new serv- 
ices to agriculture, the establish- 
ment of a permanent system of care 
for disabled veterans and their de- 
pendents—are but some of the en- 
lightened measures which he inspir- 
ed and advanced. 

But this is neither the time nor 
the place in historic retrospect’ to 
catalog his many services to our 
country. They will be recorded and 
cratefully remembered by his coun- 


trymen. 
To the Man. 

Our thoughts today turn to the 
man himself. My first meeting with 
Warren Harding ever lingers in my 
memory. It was during the war 
and in a time of the greatest 
strain and anxiety. Late one eve- 
ning the then Senutor Harding, 
whom I] had never met, came to my 
office. When he was announced 
there flashed into my mind the 
thought that here was some com- 
plaint or a request for some ap- 
pointment. Instead the senator said 
simply: “I have not come to get 
anything. I just want you to know 
that if you wish the help of a 
friend, telephone we what you want. 
I am here to serve and to help.” 
That statement, I came to learn, 
was typical of him. I refer to it 
now because it reveals the nature 
of the man. 

I was one of those who accom- 
panied the late president on his 
fateful trip across the continent 
and to Alaska. He had wished to 
learn from the people their needs 
and to translate to them his own 
aspirations.

But there 
is no disloyalty and no crime in all 
the category of human weaknesses 
which compares with the failure of 
probity in the conduct of public 
trust. Monetary loss or even the 
shock to the moral sensibilities is 
perhaps a passing thing, but the 
breaking down of the faith of a 
people in the honesty of their gov- 
ernment and in the integrity of 
their institutions, the lowering of 
respect for the standards of honor 
which prevail in high places, are 
crimes for which punishment can 
never atone. 

Warren Harding gave his life in 
worthy accomplishment for his 
country. He was a man of delicate 
sense of honor, of sympathetic 
heart, of transcendent gentleness 
ef soul—who reached out for 
friendship, who gave of it loyally 
and generously in his every thought 
and deed. He was a man of pas- 
sionate patriotism. He was a man 
of deep religious feeling. He was 
devoted to his fellow men. No reve- 
lation of his character can equal 
that of his own words just before 
his death. They were a part of his 
last public statemeht. 1 quote: 


Harding's Plea. 

“We need less of sectarianism, 
less of denominationalism, less of 
fanatical zeal and its exactions and 
more of the Christ spirit, more of 
the Christ practice and a new and 
abiding consecration and reverence 
for God. I am a confirmed opti- 
mist as to the growth of the spirit 
of brotherhood. . We do rise 
to heights at times when we look 
for the good rather than the evil 
in others, and give consideration 
to the views of all. The inherent 
love of fellowship is banding men 
together and when envy and sus- 
picion are vanquished, fraternity 
records a triumph and brotherhood 
brings new blessings to men and to 
veoples. Christ was the 
rince of Peace, and we who seek 
to render His name glorious must 
move in the ways of peace and 
brotherhood and loving service.”

Only Setting. 

His social graces, however, were 
only an appropriate setting for a 
strong and rugged personality. He 
was nottaken from obscurity and 
raised by fate to the White House. 
He won his place in publie life step 
by step. For years a newspaper 
publisher and editor, meantime a 
state senator, a lieutenant gover- 
nor, a United States senator, chair- 
man of the national republican con- 
vention in 1916—this was the solid 
and substantial groundwork of ex- 
perience in public service by which 
he fitted himself for the office of 
president of this republic. Nor was 
he unknown to the people. He had 
ranged far and wide as the prin- 
cipal speaker at many banquéts 
and the orator of the day on many 
public occasions.

ADMITED AS EVIDENCE 


State Seeks To Prove That 
Violations of Trust Were 


Institution’s Plans. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 16.— 
(P)—Fortified by a ruling that cer- 
tain records of Caldwell & Company 
and its subsidiary, the Bank of Ten- 
nessee, were admissible as evidence, 
prosecution attorneys in the trial of 
Rogers Caldwell today said they were 
prepared to show that violations. of 
trust agreements were part of the in- 
stitutions’ “plan” or “system” of car- 
rying on business. 

Caldwell, president of both institu- 


tions, is on trial in criminal court 
on a charge of fraudulent breach of 
trust; the accusation growing out of 
the alleged violation of a trust agree- 
ment between Hardeman county and 
Caldwell & Company, investment 
bankers. Both the Bank of Tennes- 
see and the investment firm are in 
receiverships. 

The prosecution contends that re- 
peatéd alleged violations of the type 
charged in the indictment constituted 
a “persistent procedure” and it is the 
state's theory that the defendant 
could not have failed to have knowl- 
edge of the “system.” 

State’s attorneys said frankly that 
to support their theory of guilty 
knowledge it was essential that they 
show the violations other than the 
one charged in the indictment, and 
that to show them it was necessary 
that the trust records, of Caldwell & 
Company and the Bank of Tennessee 
be ruled admissible. 

Counsel for Caldwell noted an ex- 
ception to the ruling admitting the 
records and also to every question and 
answer relating to matters set forth 
in the records which were not di- 
rectly connected with the case at 
trial. 

Although prosecutors said the rul- 
ing would have a far-reaching effect, 
defense attorneys denied its impor- 
tance and said the evidence introduced 
under it would shed no light on the 
case at issue and its sole effect would 
be to confuse and prejudice the jury.

BRITISH PARLIAMENT 
LAUGHS OFF “CRISIS” 


LONDON, . June 16.—(?) — The 
mother of parliaments today uproar- 
-iously laughed off the political crisis 
| that had threatened to overthrow the 
labor government, 

With the house of commons all set 
for a debate and a eritical vote late 
tonight, the presiding officer ruled 
the whole show out of order. 

Days and nights of anxious nego- 
tiations, conducted under the threat 
of a general election, terminated in 
an anti-climax. For a moment parlia- 
‘ment was dazed, then David Lloyd 
George started chuckling. 

Ramsay MacDonald, grave chief of 
the ruling laborites, joined in. Laugh- 
ter spread to the opposition conserva- 
tive benches which had hoped for a 
definite break-up of the liberal and 
‘labor alliance and soon the whole 
‘chamber was rocking with laughter 
over the fiasco of Great Britain's 
latest political crisis. 

A liberal amendment to Chancellor 
Philip Snowden’s land tax proposals 
was declared out of order on a techni- 
‘cal point of procedure. The amend- 
ment altered the basis of assessment 
for the proposed land tax, but the 
elause of the finance bill which it 
sought to amend deals not with the 
basis of assessment, but with the 
question of relief from the tax. 

In effect today’s events constituted 
another reprieve for the labor gov- 
ernment, but inasmuch as it lives and 
thrives on reprieves Prime Minister 
MacDonald and his colleagues were 
eminently satisfied at the outcome. 

The liberals also were pleased with 
the result of the pressure they exerted 
on the government over the issue of | 
“double taxation” under Mr. Snow- 
den’s Jand tax proposals, They con- 
‘ sidered they had scored a triumph. 

A revised liberal amendment will 
be introduced again in the discussion 
of the proper clause of the finance bill, 
probably early next week, but it will 
not be surrounded by an atmosphere 
of political crisis. 

The liberals and Jaborites had reach- 
'ed a compromise even before today’s 
interrupted proceedings. In the sim- 
plest terms, that compromise will de- 
cide the issue whether .the proposed

That same 
regime has for long years tried to de- 
nationalize and crush a people, I mean 
the Flemish people, which has the dis- 
tinction of being the author of one of 
the most brilliant pages in the history 
of the Renaissance. That poe forms 
the majority in Belgium, but is politi- 
eally and culturally backward, mainly 
owing to the regime in Brussels that 
tries to foist an alien culture on the 
Flemings. I do not know in how 
far King Albert is identified at heart 
with this uncivilized business, other 
than that he is the nominal head. But 
a blind man can see that with this 
Flemish people visibly awakening, 
many things and institutions might be 
swept away that seem now safe for 
generations to come.

Ran across a copy of a mighty 
interestin’ book the other day, 
called “Fallodon Papers,”’ by Vis- 
count Grey, of Fallodon, K. G., 
tellin’ about some of his experi- 
enees with wild fowl.

In a 
few minutes these little day-old 
chicks began falling out of the 
nest to dry ground below, 
and, with apparently no injury 
from the fall, they made their 
way that 300 yards to the nearest 
water. 

Bein’ curious, this keeper got 
a ladder and measured the exact 
height from the ground to the 

- Opening of the hole to the nest 
and found that it was exactly 
twenty-one feet, but the strange 
part of it was that the hole in 
which the nest was made was two 
feet om with perfectly straight 
sides. In other words, little less 
than a day-old ducks, not only

The railroads of the United States are operating under 
stricter and MORE regulatory measures than any other 
major industry in the world. 


Such regulations cover, among others, and under penal- 
ties for violation, the building, buying, leasing and discontin-
